T'lc blind hear and Ko have a sharo with 
other people in the oral services of the 
church, in the Houl-HtirringstralnHof music, 
in ptiblic lectureH, and In the conversation 
of the social circle. Hlindness does not dit- 
ferentiale one mentally from people who 
hear and see. KnowletlKe 'Oi'l I'le laiiKUime 
for Its ox|)reHHion come to the blind in the 
eaxy aiul natural way, throuuh the ear. 
nilndncss afflicts one physically, not 
mentally. Accordingly the blind need no 
special ministry. Dally and weekly rellRloUH 
H('rvice.'<'are open to them everywhere, in city 
town, vlllaite and couiitrv. Any one of the 
thousandH of clerny ininlsterin« by voice 
can als(> minister to the blind. 

It l.s quite difTerent with deaf iiiutes. They 
see; but they live outside of the mind and 
soul-enliveninif current flowing from ton- 
gue to ear. In the work of mental and 
spiritual a<lvancet.ient, sight has not the 
value that hearing poBae«.m!H. I)eafness in- 
creases the diUleiilties of a(M(uiilng an 
edtication. Tlielistof blind autliorNj from 
Homer down to this day, is much longer 
than that of <leafm-utes. In this respect, 
deafness is more serious than blindness. 

neaf-nniles neeil aspecial ministry in a 
ilifTerent Inngunge, iine that is addresserl to 
the eye. Pietorial sign language is as plain 
to them as speech is to people who hear. It 
is an elflclent means of preaching the gos- 
pel ; more so in every way than by uieanH of 
lip motions. There is not a deaf-mute any 
where wliocan read a sermon from the rap- 
idly moving lips of a clergyman. The eye 
(•m:i never be made to do the duty of the 
•ar. 

vVhIle the spiritual opportunities of the 
blind are the same as people who hear and 
.'tee, (those of deaf-mutes are very few. Any 
clergyman who ministers by voice t^au 
reiieh the blind; but those ministering to 
the gradates of our deat-mute schools are a 
mere liiindful. Kaeh missionary has a dls- 
triil. einljracing several Stales, so that the 
intervals between services are necessarily 
long, and these are held only at the large 
cenlers. The missions are far apart. 

For upwards oi thiity years I have had 
charge of deaf-mute ml.ssioi) work in the 
diocesesof the Middle Wot. including I liose 
of Kentucky. One co-worker hastheiiiii. 
southern Held. Anotlier labors in the li .; 
MifHTssipjii district. The others cover I lie 
eastern dioceses. So Itiseasilv seen that the 
spiritual opportunities of deaf-mutes are 
much fewer than those of the blind .

Oxford, Feb. 21 —Praying for 
death, young James Brown, a deaf- 
inute since birth, lies at his home 
here, iu a precarious condition, re- 
sulting from the shock of finding 
Ilia cousin and play-fellow, Davtd 
Kimble, <lead. Bi-own is a son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hugh Brown, and has 
been attending the ."school for deaf 
mutes at Mount Airy, Philadelphia. 
Returning to Oxford to spend Sun- 
day wllli Ills parents he learned that 
yourg Kimlile, his most intimate 
companion liad died suddenly of 
pneumonia a few hours before. 

Instantly he was attacked with 
hemorrhages, which the physicians 
were unable to check, they attri- 
bute his condition to the shock of 
his cousin's death. While very 
popular with the boys of the neigh 
borliood. Brown's affliction made it 
impossible for him to mingle with 
them freely and he found his cousin, 
young Kimble, most consrenial and 
was able to make himself best un- 
der-stood to him They lived iu ad- 
joining houses and were in.separa- 
ble. 

The youth .seems to realize his 
critical condition and is glad, for 
he has intimated to his parents that 
he cannot live without his play- 
mate, and wants to t)e buried in the 
same kind of casket and in the 
same tnarrner as Kimble was. The 
funeral of the .young cousin was 
held yesterday from the Church of 
the Sacred Heart and was tlie laru- 
est seen in this section for years.

Snug in your warm homes, with 
the grate glowinn with live coals, 
your feet encased in soft slippers, 
your favorite bofjk open tieforeyou, 
your wife busy with her needlework 
and smiling as you read, the chil- 
dren in a far corner merrily playing 
" housekeeping," the good don 
stretched full length on the rug be- 
fore the fire.

or the Apple 
Back for Ag«m.

Among the frnits of the rose 
family are apples, pears, peaches, 
plums, cherries and quinces, as well 
as strawberries, raspberries and 
blackberries. The apple is a fruit 
of long descent. Among the ruins 
'of the Swi.ss lakes dwellers are fou 'id 
remains of small seed apples which 
show the seed valves and the grain 
of flesh. The crab apple is a native 
of Britain and was the stock on 
wliich were grafted the choicest 
varieties when brought from Eu- 
rope, chiefly Franco. Apples of 
some sort were abundant before the 
conquest and had been introduced 
probably by the Romans. Yet of- 
ten as Saxon manusciipts speaks of 
apples and cider there is no mention 
of named varieties before the 
thirteenth century. Then one may 
read of the pearmain ami the cos- 
tard, Chaucer's "mellow costard." 

It the roll of household expenses 
of Eleanor, wife of Simon De Mont- 
fort, apples and pears are entered. 
In the year 1280 the roj'al fruiterer 
to Edward I. presents a bill for 
apples, pears, quinces, medlars and 
nuts. Pippins, believed to be seed- 
lings, hence called from the pips or 
sfieds, and said not lo have been 
grown in England before 1525 
The exact Drayton, wfitiuK of the 
orchards of Kent at that period, can 
name only the apple, the orange, 
the riissean, the sweeting, the pom 
water an<l tlie reinette. 

John Winthrop is usually held 
responsible for the introduction of 
the apple into the new world. But 
as a matter of fact when Winthrop 
anchored off Cape Ann the recluse 
Blackstone already had apple trees 
growing about his cabin at Shaw- 
mut Neck. Some of the best of 
American apples were brought over 
by the Hujfuenots, who settled in 
Flushing, L I., in 1660, and planted 
there, among others, the pom me 
royals or spice apple — Chtcfigo 
Chronicle.

A 4Jun That Will Mhoot a ■>!•• 
tnnce ol'ttO milcn. 



The most powerful gun ever con- 
structed recently completed by the 
Scott Iron Company, Readinu, U. S. 
A. It is known as a 6-inch Brown 
wire-gun, and its inventor, Mr. 
John Hamilton Brown, asserts that 
the projectile will i.ssue from its 
mouth at the remarkable sjieed of 
3,500 feet per second, and will 
pierce a 6 Inch steel plate at a dis- 
tance of thirty miles. In its course 
the shot, which weighs 100 pounds, 
will rise to a height of ten miles. 

The strength and range of this 
unique piece of ordnance lies in the 
emiiloyment of steel sheets forming 
the ceutrul tuoe of the gun, iouikI 
whifdi many miles of square wire 
one seventh of an inch thick Is 
wound. 

The sheets of the cential tube are 
308 inches long, 26 inches wide, and 
one-seventh of an inch thick. Ufi- 
on tho wire binding a jacket of 
steel has been shrunken in such a 
way that is impossible for the gun 
t-o liurst. The completed gun Is 
313 inches in Hnglh, and weighs 
just over ten tons. This wire-gun 
isthe first of twenty-five ordered by 
the American government for 
home defense. 

The inventor declares that he 
could construct a 10-Inch gun of a 
similar kind which would be capa 
ble of hurling >i monster [irojeclile 
the recoid distance of 90 miles. 
.Such a weapon in the possession of 
the French would allow them to 
shell London without leaving tlieii 
own territory.

It takes a great deal of sunshine 
to produce a perfect peach or a per- 
lect rose.

Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forly-fivo feel 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet iu depth. It will be thioe 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of Now York. The 
amount required for " Tlie Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $3(),0U0, and the building 
itself, iu l\M position and purpose, 
will form a con.xpicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
hear lily endorse the memorial.
